After  a  short  introduction  by  Bill  McCullough, 
George  Plimpton  appeared  on  Cumnock  Hall’s  stage. 
An  extremely  interesting  speaker,  Mr.  Plimpton  be¬ 
gan  by  explaining  his  entry  into  participatory  journ¬ 
alism.  His  first  episode  was  running  the  final  two 
blocks  of  the  Boston  Marathon  as  an  initiation  to  the 
Harvard  Lampoon.  After  experiencing  the  exhilara¬ 
tion  of  this  stunt,  he  turned  to  more  difficult  and  dan¬ 
gerous  activities.  Plimpton  spent  the  evening  fas¬ 
cinating  the  audience  with  tales  of  his  experiences  in 
baseball,  basketball  and  football.  His  talk  was  ac¬ 
companied  by  slides  of  his  daring  exploits.  Plimpton 
gave  a  short  description  of  each  of  his  attempts  at 
acting,  car  racing,  boxing,  golf  and  music.  The  crowd 
was  amazed  by  his  versatality  and  boldness.  When 
asked  the  obvious  question  of  “why,”  he  repeated  a 
quote:  “To  be  on  the  wire  is  life,  and  the  rest  is 
waiting.”  Plimpton’s  exciting  life  needed  no  further 
explanation. 

During  a  question  and  answer  period  before  the 
end  of  the  evening.  Plimpton  further  surprised  the 
audience  one  more  time.  When  answering  a  query  as 
to  which  activity  had  caused  him  the  most  fright, 
Plimpton  did  not  mention  his  death-defying  es¬ 
capades.  but  immediately  spoke  of  his  experience 
with  the  New  York  Philharmonic.  In  sports,  he 
explained,  a  eame  is  won  by  capitalizing  on  other's 
mistakes;  in  music,  there  is  no  room  for  mistakes.

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Trustees  vote  to  maintain  President’s  house 


Attention  clubs 


In  a  special  meeting  held  last 
month,  the  ULowell  Board  of 
Trustees  voted  overwhelmingly  to 
accept  a  motion  proposed  by 
board  member  George  Membrino 
to  rent  from  Pres.  Duff  his  $89,000 
house  for  $1.00 

Dr.  Duff  and  his  family  will  live 
in  the  home  and  the  University  will 
pay  for  his  utilities  and  the  main¬ 
tenance  of  the  grounds.  Duff  will 
pay  for  any  work  done  inside  the 
building  and  he  is  responsible  for 
city  taxes  of  $3,000  per  year.  Right 
now,  no  one  has  said  how  much 
money  the  University  will  contrib¬ 
ute  to  the  house,  but  the  total  bill 
is  expected  to  exceed  the  $5,000 


presidential  housing  allowance 
which  Duff  gave  up  in  order  to  see 
the  motion  passed. 

Originally,  Pres.  Duff  had 
asked  the  trustees  to  buy  his  house 
and  allow  him  to  live  there  free  of 
charge.  He  argued  that  he  had 
been  promised  a  house  when  he 
was  hired.  The  trustees  delayed 
action  on  the  house  until  they  had 
a  chance  to  study  the  issue.  It  may 
have  been  the  adverse  publicity 
particularly  from  the  local  news¬ 
paper  which  caused  the  trustees 
and  Duff  to  come  up  with  this  less 
costly  plan.  The  student  trustee, 
Pat  Sullivan,  was  one  of  two  no 
votes  on  the  motion,  but  she  did

against  it  at  the 


In  another  action  the  trustees 
voted  to  set  up  a  residency 
requirement  for  all  new  ULowell 
employees  both  professional  and 
non-professional.  All  employees 
hired  after  9/1/76  must  be  living 
or  be  planning  to  live  in  this  state. 
The  trustees  feel  that  this  un¬ 
iversity  should  contribute  in  every 
way  possible  to  the  Lowell  com¬ 
munity.  They  believe  that  em¬ 
ployees  who  settle  down  across  the 
border  to  avoid  higher  costs  in 
Massachusetts  contribute  very  lit¬ 
tle  to  this  community.
